PROFITS ARE TREMENDOUS 


Amounting To Eighty Mil- 


lions Of Dollars Upon Or 
ders Placed In Last Two 
Months—Railroad Equip 
»ent Also Is Calling Upon 
Steel Mills For Last Atom

N'ew York, Feb. 29.—Orders ag- 


gregating four million tons valued 
at $240,000,000 have been placed in 
the steel market since January 
1, 


and the crest of the boom has not 
yet been reached, according to state- 
ments made here today by leaders in 
the industry. 


The orders placed in the last two 


months indicate profits to the m'lls 
of $80,000,000, half of which is ex- 
pected to flow into the coffers of the 
United States Steel corporation. Even 
this tremendous tide of prosperity, it 
is declared, will be surpassed before 
the close of the year. 


It is pointed out that prices have 


advanced $3 and 
$10 
since New 


Year's day and -further advances are 
looked for in the near future, which 
will eclipse the record of 1899 and 
1900. 


Reports from different parts of the 


country reveal strong efforts to im- 
prove and extend plants with 
the 


prophesy that the productive capaci- 
ty of the United States 
will 
have 


been increased by 1917 at the rate 
of four million tons annually. Apart 
from the direct effects of the Euro- 
pean war, the 
industry has 
been 


given tremendous impetuous by the 
orders placed for equipment by the 
land and water transportation com- 
panies, which are almost swamped 
by an 
unprecedented 
volume 
of 


traffic. 


It is estimated that since January 


1, contracts for railroad equipment 
and- for steamships calling for 900,- 
000 tons of steel at a cost of $126,- 
000,000 for construction, have been 
let. 
The orders booked by the car 


shops alone are valued at $49,500.- 
000 and locomotive builders have ac- 
cepted contracts involving a total of 
519,500,000. 


In the shipbuilding Industry every 


American yard is said to be engag- 
ed to its fullest capacf6/ for several 
years. Orders have been placed tor 
43 boats since January 1, and 331 
ships were already under contract, 
275 for the merchant marine and 39 
for^the United States government. 


ft is estimated 
that 
forty 
per 


cent of the export sales have been 
for the men of war munitions in Eu- 
rope. In addition heavy sales have 
been made to domestic manufacti'-- 
ers of shrapnel and high explosive 
shells which will 
eventually 
find 


their way across the Atlantic. 


February's sales of war munitions 


are estimated at 350,090 tons for ex- 
port and total war sales since the 
first of the year at 600,000. 


The prosperity in the ste%l market 


has also spread to the pig iron in- 
dustry which is reviving after a per- 
iod of depression. In the last ten- 
da} s sales in all 
distributing dis- 


tricts have aggregated 300,000 tons, 
more than half of which was steel' 
making iron.

February were in excess of 800,000 
tons and since the first of January, 
(Continued on 'Page 9, Col. 4.)

,Aat German forces, which at the 
Beginning of the 
battle around 


Verdun numbered probably half a 
million; now exceed 750,000. 


"The 
situation is now decidedly 
better," is the phrase commonly 
used this morning in the Paris press 
regarding the struggle for the great 
French stronghold. The French are 
beginning to react vigorously against 
the . German 
"bludgeon 
strokes" 


which are having less and less effect 
and are being delivered with dimin- 
ished energy. It is expected, how- 
ever, that they will 
be renewed 
•gain today at new points. 
The fact that the battle is now 


shifting is taken as a sign that the 
German general staff has begun to 
despair of making a real impression 
on the French defense. 


"I fought since the beginning of 


the war," saya a soldier 
who has 


returned to Paris and who was pres- 
ent at the lighting at Ornes. I saw 
the •ham battle* 
at 
Suippe* and 


Sonata. They were nothing to what 
fri*w felt -**tk. The eoemy ad* 


yanced and we retired under odds, 
but we killed them by the dozen. It 
was so terrible that 
I, who have 


watched my comrades fall 
around 


me almost with indifference, shud- 
der as my memory recalls those 
scenes. 


"As their battalions advanced up- 


on us they were in rsrried mass, by 
files of twenty. 
The shrapnel from 


our 75 millimetre guns and the pro- 
jectiles from our heavy artillery fell 
among them and you could see the 
great gaps, as If a mower had passed 
with1 a scythe. Then the 
explosive 


shells which burst on contact, 
fell 


and limbs shot into the air. We 
were so close that pieces of 
their 


torn flesh fell among us. Eventual- 
ly we reached Monconrt 
and 
took 


shelter for a time in a woods. Al- 
though it was 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, 
the bursting shells made it as 


clear as day, giving the battlefield 
the aspect of a fairy scene. 


"From behind us the French ar- 


tillery fired into the German masses,

heads toward the Douaumont

BOMBARDMENT OF

Heaviest Infantry Fighting 


Indicates New Phase 


OF BATTLE DEVELOPING 


French Are Not Inactive 


But Are Delivering Vig- 
orous Counter Attacks 
For Which Some Success 
Is C1 a i m e d—Estimated 
That 750,000 T e u t o n s 
Now Are Engaged. 


What may mean a renewal of the 


German drive on Verdun in the ter- 
rific force which marked the initial 
attack is contained m the announce- 
ment 
from Paris today that the 


bombardment to the north of the 
fortress is assuming greater intensity. 


The heaviest inramry fighting of 


last night seems to have been in the 
Woevre district, to the south of the 
ortress, where the Germans attack- 
;d and captured the village of Man- 
leulles. The French declare that in 
a counter-attack they attained 
the 


western boundary of the 
village, 


which they now hold under their 
fire. 


The comparative lull that prevail- 


ed for some hours before the renewal 
ot the intense artillery fire reported 
.oday, indicated that a new phase of 
he battle was developing. As a whole 
he German attack, while still con- 
inuing has apparently less driving 
power, while the pressure is being 
hifted from point to point. 


The possibility is being indicated 


>y military observers that the Crown 
r'rmce's armies are gathering their 
orres tor a new and concentrated at- 
,aok at some selected point, and that 
he thrusts now being made here and 
heie are tor the purpose of picking 
out the weakest spot in the extended 
hie. The Germans, it is noted, need 
ime to place their heavy guns and 
possibly even now may have brought 
.hem up behind their advanced in- 
antry lines closer to the 
fortress 


or concentration on its permanent 
lefensive works 


Meanwhile, the French are not idle 


,nd are delivering vigorous counter- 
trokes. When attacked, their lines 
n the" stronger positions they now 
occupy are holding firmer.

The matter has been before the body 
since the new council took over the 
ity's legislative attains and there is 
every indication that the opinions of 
the members differ as widely on this 
question as they did on the propo- 
sition to reduce the police force.

organizations, including labor un- 
ions. 


Several councilman fear that if a 


satisfactory rate it. uot fixed 
the 


gas company%will take the matter to 
the state utilities commission Where 
the price will 
be 
boosted. It is 


laiined that the commission in con- 
sidering rates to be • harged. gives 
due regard to the i ost of maintain- 
ing the pipg lines oven beyond the 
point 
of 
consumption. 
In 
other 


words, cities reasonably close to the 
point of production 
must help to 


pay for the maintenance of lines for 
the cities at the most distant point 
on the pipe line. 


There is a strong feeling existing 


ir« some quarters favoring- the estab- 
lishment of a rate allowing the com- 
pany to appeal to the commission, 
and if the rate fixed by the commis- 
sion is not satisfactory to the city, 
appealing the case to the supreme 
court, which it is claimed has final 
jurisdiction in such matters. 


An ordinance wa< prepared yes- 


terday for submission to council fix- 
ing the rate at 25 <vnts but this was 
condemned in the caucus because it 
did not contain a clause requiring a 
four-inch pressure at point of con- 
sumption. 
This is regarded as an 


important feature of any rate agree-

interests in Ohio were 


interested today in a decision of the 
supreme court to review a Columbus 
case involving the question of the 
municipal light plant's legal right 
to sell its "day load" of current for 
commercial purposes at a low rate 
in competition with 
private com- 


panies. Contention has been made 
in the case that to. allow a public 
plant to sell current at less than 
actual cost 
when 
otherwise 
the 


plant would be idle during the day 
hours, is a confiscatory act direct- 
ed against private plants. Ths suit 
was brought against 
Mayor 
Karb 


and other city officials by James M. 
Butter, former city solicitor, acting 
as a taxpaper. 
Lower courts held 


the city lighting plant was justified 
in selling its "day load" at low 
rates. 


The Municipal plant sells current 


to manufacturing companies at rates 
as low as 1.6 cents a kilowatt hour 
when quantities of more than 12,000 
kilowatt hours are used per month. 
It charges 3 cents for quantities of 
1,000 kilowatt 
hours or less 
a 


month. 


The supreme 
court by affirming 


the decision of lower courts of Cuy- 
ahoga county, held that William B. 
Bly of Cleveland, must serve a jail 
sentence for contempt because 
he 


failed to pay $25 a week alimony to 
his wife. 


The court decided to review the 


suit of the city of Cincinnati to col-

Street Railway company and

The supreme court's decision is 


interpreted as a victory for school 
teachers in a number of Ohio cities 
where plans have been made for or- 
ganization of teachers' unions. The

Superintendent 
Frederick dismissed 


six teachers who 
were 
leaders in 


formation of a grade teachers' club. 
The common pleas court

When he refused, act-

ucation, he was sentenced to jail for 
contempt.

General Turner, arguing in support 
of the Ohio blue sky law before the 
supreme court yesterday, 
declared 


the sale of securities does not con- 
stitute interstate commerce and con- 
sequently the blue sky law

regulates the sale does not interfere 
with 
interstate 
commerce 
laws. 


John A. Shauck, former judge of the 
supreme 
court, 
appearing on the 


other side of the question, argued 
that since the federal district court 
had declared the Ohio blue sky law 
violative of the federal constitution 
and interstate commerce laws, Ohio 
courts should not uphold it. 


The technical point 
involved in 


the argument was 
whether 
State 


Auditor Donahey should pay $4.60 
expense money to Superintendent of 
Banks Harry 
T. 
Hall, who has 


supervision of the blue sky bureau. 


The suit was arranged to deter- 


mine whether the blue sky depart- 
ment may operate pending appeal to 
the United States supreme court of 
the 
Geiger-Jones company's 
suit, 


which the federal district court de- 
cid*d. 


Attorney General Turner said the 


regulation of securities dealers un- 
<ier the blue sky bureau "is a reason- 
able exercise of the police powers of 
the state, being designed merely to 
prevent 
fraud." He added 
"when
